Reports at the annual meet- 


ing of the Irwindale Citrus as- 
sociation, held Saturday at the 
West Covina clubhouse, reveal- 
ed that the year as a whole had 
been a satisfactory one to the 
growers, 
increased 
returns 


having been received, from 
both navel and Valencia ship- 
ments, over any one of ithe pre- 
vious three years. 


The manager's report showed the 


association had shipped during the 
season 40,914 boxes of navel oranges 
and 72,733 boxes of valencias, net- 
ting the growers $192,710.91, with 
gross receipts of $258,579.31. Loose 
fruit sold in the Los Angeles market 
amounted to 12,789 boxes, all varie- 
ties. 


BY-LAWS CHANGED 


The most important action taken 


by the growers was a drastic change 
in the by-laws of the association, 
abolishing the old order of stock 
voting by shares and substituting a 
voting control based on one vote for 
every one hundred packed boxes of 
fruit shipped by the grower thru 
the association during the season 
preceding the annual meeting. This 
new plan is based largely on and is 
in harmony with national snd state 
laws and practice.

Af- 
er finishing the elementary and 
normal school courses he taught for 
a short time in some of- the ele- 
mentary schools in the vicinity ol 
Salem. He graduated from the Wil- 
amette university in 1901, later en- 
ering the University of California 
or post-graduate work.

accepted an appointment to a prin- 
cipalship in one of the larger schools 
n the Philippine islands. Before 
eaving for the Philippines he was 
married to Olive May Currin on 
New Year's day, 1902, in Salem.

Commence Soon 


Two important motorway con- 


struction projects, which when com- 
pleted will add to the county's fa- 
cilities for fighting forest fires in the 
foothills adjacent to San Dimas and 
Glendora, have just been approved 
by the works division of the Los 
Angeles county relief administration. 


One project in the hills north of 


Glendora will provide part-time em- 
ployment for 442 men. They will 
construct four miles of new truck 
trail and complete two miles of par- 
tially finished truck trail between 
the San Gabriel canyon road, north 
of Azusa, and the Glendora moun- 
tain road, north of Glendora. This 
motorway will be twelve feet wide 
and will constitute an important 
block to the spread of forest fires 
and lessen the difficulty of getting 
fire fighting equipment into the dan- 
ger zone. 


The second project is described as 


the Wildwood motorway. This route 
is three-quarters of a mile in length. 
It will traverse a ridge and connect 
with the existing San Dimas fire 
truck trail and with the road on the 
Bluebird ranch, which in turn con- 
nects with Foothill boulevard. This 
motorway will add to the ease of 
.getting fire equipment into the hills. 
Two hundred and twenty-two men 
will be employed on this job. 


The cost of the first project is 


estimated at $146,162; the second at 
$24,325. 


The personnel on these two proj- 


ects will be taken from among 
workers who have recently been laid 
off due to completion of other proj- 
ects.

Not so with stock and bond investments, as 
shown by the enormous mortality in paper 
shares during the last four years. 


California real estate will be in demand at 


high prices when the country as a whole has 
recovered from the depression. Where many 
parts of the country depend wholly on the 
producing factor -to determine realty values, 
California has the added value of desirable 
climate. No matter how much amusement 
may be aroused back east by our claim to 
beautiful climate, it remains a fact that Cali- 
fornia sunshine doubles the value of real 
property. 


Instead of sending money east for short- 


time loans for stock gamblers, it will be wiser 
to invest in land near home. Nothing can 
prevent the population of this state from 
doubling in the next decade. And this means 
the doubling of real estate values, especially 
in the southern California area.

tually all fruit has been sold for something. 
The record of the cooperative agencies is one 
that calls for the highest commendation. With 
the old system of every man for himself and 
red ink, the citrus industry would have been 
wrecked in the past four years. 


No doubt there are improvements and re- 


forms that can be made within the marketing 
organizations. But to the cooperative system 
belongs the credit of sustaining the citrus 
grower in the toughest times the industry 
has ever experienced. This has been reflected 
in the adequate maintenance of schools, 
churches, fraternal organizations, city and 
county government. 


If all business in Los Angeles county had 


been handled as adequately as the citrus in- 
dustry in the past four years, this county 
would be the outstanding white spot of the 
nation. 


Balkan War Talk— 


War clouds in the Balkaas, threatening 


again the peace of Europe, gather as they 
have gathered for hundreds of years periodi- 
cally, and the basic reason is always the same 
—economic pressure. 


The basis of all wars is economic. Where 


nations, small or large, feel this pressure, war 
talk finally begins. In the United States of 
America these pressures are adjustable and 
removable thru action of the federal courts. 
Arizona recently sent troops to its border in 
a dispute Delating tp^the Boujder. dam project. 
The" federal government stepped irr, and nego- 
tiations are in progress for an equitable set- 
tlement. Governor Murray of Oklahoma sent 
troops to a bridge over a river that constituted 
a boundary line between his state and Texas. 
Federal authorities took the dispute out of 
his hands, and whatever the outcome may be, 
no shots will be fired. 


In Europe there is no central, superstruc- 


tural authority. There is always intense na- 
tionalism and racial misunderstanding be- 
tween states not so large or as important as 
many that constitute our American union. 


We, in America, understand that the rights 


of states are equal in the union. We do busi- 
ness with each other and settle differences 
in the federal courts. 


Thank God for the United States of Amer- 


ica! and speed the day when there will be 
a United States of Europe!

Business Begins at Home— 


Roger Babson, economist who predicted the 


1929 crash, says this week that 1935 will de- 
finitely mark the end of the depression. Al- 
ready, business graphs are rising. The new 
impetus is based upon a belated realization 
that the trade lanes of the world have perma- 
nently changed; that much of the foreign com- 
merce has disappeared forever; that the most 
neglected market is the one at home. Not 
only charity, but business, should begin at 
home. We can become reasonably and sanely 
prosperous thru supplying the needs of our 
own people, providing we furnish the con- 
sumer with a buying power. 


Murder in Russia— 


Sane, fair-minded Americans will not ac- 


cept the inspired propaganda against the Rus- 
sian government, preferring to gather their 
facts from reliable sources rather than from 
the agencies actuated by passion and preju- 
dice. 


But all must condemn ruthless murder, and 


it comes with a shock of disillusion to many 
that the Communist government is perpetuat- 
ing the methods of the czaristic regime. Be- 
cause an assassin caused the death of a high 
Communist official, the authorities resort to 
mass murder and shoot down the men, wo- 
men and children of the assassin's family, 
wiping out the innocent in revenge for the 
act of a single individual. 


If the United States department of justice 


had lulled all the relatives of Dillinger, it 
would be analagous to the recent reprisal by 
the Russians. 


The Communists may be progressing along 


industrial and agricultural lines, but they evi- 
dently have a long way to go before establish- 
ing social and political justice. 


Too Lax With the Insane— 


While we are pondering the problem of a 


too lenient attitude of the parole board in re- 
lation to criminals, we should include an in- 
quiry into paroles from the asylums for the 
insane. 


A criminal who has been sent to a state 


psychopathic institution may be paroled on 
the recommendation of a board of physicians, 
and often becomes a menace to the public. 
Such a paroled patient seriously wounded two 
citizens of San Gabriel, and killed himself 
last week. 


In other countries insane patients when 


finally released, are kept under a system of 
observation, and reports on their condition 
and conduct are periodically made. 


Too much sentimentality, carelessness and 


irresponsibility are attached to our handling 
of public charges. The citizens are entitled to 
better protection.

bore $90,791,538 worth of fruit during the 
year ending October 31.

That the world prefers Cali- 
fornia oranges and lemons is shown in the 
increase in carload shipments from 116,000 
oars in the period from 1925-29 to 140,000 car- 
loads during 1930-34. 


Consistent advertising in newspapers and 


magazines is credited in a large measure for 
this accomplishment, according to the annual 
report of the Exchange. In addition, the agri- 
cultural adjustment administration set up by 
the government "has been an important fac- 
tor in improving the growers' returns," the 
report continues.—Monrovia Journel.

"Psychology of 


Personality" Is 


Subject of Talk 


The autumn series of meetings of 


the high school forum were brought 
to a close Monday evening with the 
concluding lecture of three by Dr. 
J. Hudson Ballard on the "Psychol- 
ogy of Personality." Dr. Ballard, in 
this number, discussed the topic, 
"Temperament and Personality." 


Temperament was denned as the 


mode of reacting to anything and 
everything. Temperament in all per- 
sons has three general characteris- 
tics, namely: it is possessed by all, 
it is inherited, and it cannot be 
eradicated. 
Dr. Ballard reviewed 


several methods of classification of 
temperament, stating that the plan 
of the ancient philosopher Galen was 
perhaps preferable to all recent 
schemes. In this system all tem- 
peraments fall into four categories. 
These are sanguine, melancholic, 
phlegmatic, and choleric. 


The individual of sanguine tem- 


perament is quick, lively and change- 
able, but not deep, the person of 
melancholic temperament is slow 
and solid and very deep in his re- 
actions, while the phlegmatic is slow, 
calloused and mechanical, but not 
so deep as the melancholic. The 
choleric is quick, strong, lively, vig- 
orous, and is the one who puts 
things over. No individual represents 
a pure case of any of the above, but 
they are present in the same person 
in varying degrees, and this mixture 
of temperament determines the re- 
actions of any one individual. 


Numerous practical applications of 


temperament in its relation to per- 
sonality were cited by Dr. Ballard. 
In view of the fact that all persons 
are endowed with an inherited tem- 
perament and that it cannot be 
changed, it was pointed out that all 
should be charitable in judging oth- 
ers, and that each should accept his 
own temperament, not try to make 
it over, but understand it and adapt 
it to the environment. In the work 
of the world all temperaments are 
essential.

Bring Good Returns 


More than 650,000 field boxes of 


oranges, for which growers were 
paid more than $325,000, were pur- 
chased and processed by manufac- 
turers of citrus products during the 
past Valencia season, according to a 
report issued by the Citrus Products 
Manufacturers association. This does 
not include fruit sent to the Ex- 
change by-products plants, or sold 
to bottlers of fresh juice, which is 
distributed in this area. 


The manufacturers paid an aver- 


age of 48 cents per field box cash at 
the packinghouses. The largest vol- 
ume was purchased from the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers Exchange, but 
many boxes were also bought from 
the Mutual Orange Distributors, the 
American Fruit Growers, and other 
independent houses. 


The report reveals that manufac- 


turers of citrus products have be- 
come an outlet for surplus oranges 
of surprising importance and value 
to fruit growers. When it is consid- 
ered that this fruit is unsuitable for 
shipment and would be destroyed if 
not sold for products purposes, it is 
apparent that this industry made a 
substantial contribution to the in- 
come of the growers, which would 
not have been possible had there 
been no by-products plants. In ad- 
dition, the manufacturers are fur- 
nishing employment to a consider- 
able number of southern California 
people. 


Among the products being made 


from this fruit are pectin, oils, can- 
ned juices, beverage products, con- 
centrates, and flavors.

meetings of the members held be- 
tween the dates o£ the annual meet- 
ing in December, 1934, and the an- 
nual meeting in December, 1935, the 
voting power of each member shall 
be so determined upon the packed 
boxes of fruit marketed by such 
member thru the agency of this as- 
sociation during the marketing sea- 
son of 1934. 


PROPERTY RIGHTS 


"The property rights and inter- 


ests shall be determined as follows: 
An appraisal of all of the assets of 
this association shall be made under 
the supervision of the board of di- 
rectors and the total sum of such 
appraisal shall be divided by the 
shares of this association now out- 
standing and issued, then the inter- 
est of each stockholder shall be the 
value of" each share, determined as 
aforesaid, multiplied by the number 
of shares owned by each member 
respectively. 


"Such appraisal shall be repaid 


over a period of ten years and the 
board of directors shall place in the 
property fund, at the close of the 
business of each year, a sum equal 
to one-tenth of such appraisal sum, 
retained pro-rata from the packed 
boxes marketed during such fiscal 
year. Each member's interest there- 
in, until such appraisal value has 
been refunded, will be his share of 
the unpaid appraisal value, plus the 
amount of retention from his fruit. 


"Upon the completion of the pay- 


ment of said appraisal fund, each 
member's interest during any ten- 
year period in the assets of the asso- 
ciation shall be in the ratio which 
the packed boxes shipped by him 
bears to the total packed boxes 
shipped by the association during 
such period." 
» 


IMPROVEMENTS 


The manager reported that im- 


provements made during the season 
included the whitewashing o£ the 
interior of the packinghouse and the 
painting of all the equipment, the 
installation of more coloring rooms, 
and a trickle gas system for the uni- 
form supply of ethylene gas to the 
fruit in the rooms; the re-arrange- 
ment of the packing box conveyor 
system to permit the use of the full 
capacity of the packing equipment; 
the installation of a recording ther- 
mometer by the Brogdex company 
on its equipment to provide to ac- 
curate record of the temperature of 
the water in the orange washer at 
all times. The purchase of a new 
truck was also noted. 


OFFICERS ELECTED 


The election resulted in the re- 


election of F. G. Paddock, Earl Simp- 
son, Ernsst Jones, E. E. Harris, H. 
W. Ritz, Marion Coltrin, and C. P. 
Kendall, the latter two filling the va- 
cancies caused by the refusal of M. 
H. Philleo to allow his name to be 
placed in nomination, and the de- 
cease of George W. Aschenbrermer, 


whose death occurred earlier in the 
morning. The board organized with 
F. G. Paddock, president; Earl 
Simpson, vice-president; and Wil- 
burn Smith, secretary-manager. Mr. 
Smith, who had been appointed sec- 
retary and manager during the early 
part of the season, was the recipient 
of many commendations on his able 
and successful management of the 
affairs of the association. 


At noon a turkey dinner, with all 


the trimmings, was served to the 
members of the association and their 
families by the women of the Irwin- 
dale Miscellany club. Over 150 sat 
down to the well-laden tables. 


A feature of the morning session 


was the report by Manager Smith of 
his trip, during the month of Octo- 
ber, thru the east and Canada. He 
made contact with the trade in the

of March. The 1934 valencias pos- 
sessed good eating qualities, but the 
keeping quality was not so good at 
the end of the season. Considerable 
trouble was experienced from blos- 
som-end checks and splits."

Fried Parsnips 


1 can parsnips, 1 cup bread 


crumbs, 1 egg, 2 teaspoons cold 
water. 


Dilute the egg with the water. Bip 


parsnips in egg, then in bread 
crumbs and fry in deep fat until 
nicely browned. 


Tomato Juice Cocktail 


2 cans tomato juice, juice two 


lemons, 1 small onion, % teaspoon 
salt, 2 tablespoons sugar, 12 cloves 
(whole), % teaspoon cinnamon, V4 
teaspoon allspice, 1 bay leaf, a 
tablespoon horseradish, 1 teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce. 


Method: 1. Mix all with tomato 


juice and set in the refrigerator over 
night. 2. Strain and serve ice cold.

foundation for molded tomato salad. 
Prepare as for cocktail and use as 
the liquid with gelatine. Add any 
desired vegetables. 


Mock Crab Salad 


3 medium parsnips shredded, 6 or 


7 stalks of celery diced, J/z cup green 
olives diced. 


1. Toss all together lightly. - 
2. Combine with mayonnaise. 
3. Serve on crisp lettuce with gar- 


nish of mayonnaise, dash of paprika 
and slice of lemon. 


Lemon Milk Sherbet 


Juice and grated rind of 3 lemons, 


2 cups sugar, 2 eggs, 1 quart milk. 


Mix lemons and sugar together, 


place in bottom of freezer, add beat- 
en egg yolks, then beaten egg 
whites, and last add 1 quart milk. 
Freeze in ice cream- freezer using 3 
parts ice to 1 part salt
